You would think that the 
people who are always com­ 
plaining 
about the Defense 
Department budget would cheer 
if the Pentagon saves money. 
But no. 
The recent announcement that 
the Defense Department un­ 
derspent its budget by some $13 
billion last year brought forth as 
much criticism as if it had 
overspent, plus demands to 
punish the Defense Department 
by reducing next year’s budget. 
Some commentators also used 
his announcement as an excuse 
to trot out the favorite left-wing 
cliche 
that 
President 
Eisenhower ”warned about the 
military-industrial complex. ” 
This is a classic example of 
taking a quotation out of context 
to misrepresent the author’s 
meaning. 
The 
principal 
message 
of 
Eisenhower’s 
farewell address of 1961 was his 
warning 
against the Soviet 
military threat: “We face a 
hostile ideology - global in 
scope, atheistic in character, 
ruthless in purpose, and insidio6 
~ in method .,_A. vita) element in 
keeping the peace is our 
military 
establishment. 
Our 
arms must be mighty, ready for 
instant 
action, 
so that no 
potential aggressor may be 
tempted 
to risk his own 
destruction.” 
Based on this analysis, the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
initiated and funded the three 
great weapons systems that still 
defend us today: the Minuteman 
missiles, the Polaris sub­ 
marines and the B-52 bombers. 
Eisenhower 
gave 
another 
im portant warning in his 
farewell address about an en­ 
tirely different group of power- 
seekers: 
“ Yet in 
holding 
scientific 
research 
and 
discovery in respect, as we 
should, we must a£w be alert to 
the equal and opposite danger 
that public policy could itself 
become the captive of a 
$ scientific-technological elite. ” 


The 
scientific-technological 
elite 
of 
which 
Eisenhower 
warned consisted principally of 
the men who attended the 
Pugwash Conferences, a series 
of semisecret meetings which 
take their name from Pubwash, 
Nova Scotia, the home of Cyrus 
Eaton, 
who 
hosted 
and 
bankrolled the first conference 
in 1957. Most of those who attend 
are Soviet and American 
nuclear scientists and gover­ 
nment officials and advisers. 
The organizer of Pugwash was 
Lord Bertrand Russell, author 
of the famous slogan, “Rather 
Red than dead,” and that is an 
accurate summary of what the 
Pugwash Conferences are all 
about. Their long-range ob­ 
jective was to eliminate the 
Eisenhower 
strategy 
of 
defending America 
through 
military superiority and replace 
it with U.S. disarmament and 
accommodation of the Soviet 
Unioni. 
Pugwashers worked toward 
this goal by articles written for 
prestigious 
journals 
and 
research studies 
financed 
through the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency. Two of 
the most notorious were the 1963 
reports called “Phoenix Study” 
and “Study Fair.” 
As soon as Eisenhower left the 
White House, this elite flooded 
into government office. They 
successfully 
blocked 
all 
programs to build additional 
weapons 
over 
the 
ones 
Eisenhower had already or­ 
dered. 
They canceled Eisenhower’s 
plans for a second 1,000 
Minuteman missiles. For 14 
years they have been able to 
prevent the building of an ad­ 
vanced strategic bomber to 
replace the aging B-52s. 
It is a great tragedy that 
Americans 
did 
not 
heed 
Eisenhower’s warning against 
the 
scientific-techondogical 
elite. This group did capture 
U.S. public policy, and today is 
still persuading our leader to 
persist in the folly of detente 
instead of meeting the challenge 
of reality.

Detroit is watching the 
behavior of the automobile- 
buying public more closely than 
ever this year. 
Will people go for the new 
slimmed-down 
Chevrolets, 
Olsmobiles, Pontiacs, Buicks 
and Cadillacs just introduced by 
General Motors, or will the 
industry’s pace-setter lose sales 
to Fix'd and Chrysler, whose big 
cars remain unchanged in size 
for 1977? Will GM, in fact, be 
competing with itself since its 
intermediate models are not due 
for the same treatment until 
1978? 
The corporation is betting that 
its gamble will pay off, that 
Americans are ready for the 
kind of “full-size” family cars it 
says will have to become the 
standard if the industry is to 
meet 
government-mandated 
g aso lin e 
m ileag e 
guidelines—cars 
that 
are 
lighter, 
shorter, 
more 
economical and yet (as its heavy 
advertising campaign em­ 
phasizes ) have as much or more 
interior room and trunk space, 
as well as the ride and per­ 
formance 
Americans have 
become accustomed to. 
“We expect the best fourth- 
quarter in history,” says Robert 
D. Lund, general manager of 


Chevrolet, whose Caprice and 
Impala models are almost 11 
inches shorter and 700 pounds 
lighter than their predecessors. 
If so, it will signal a dramatic 
reversal of a trend which saw 
Americans, who seem to have 
forgotten all about high gasoline 
prices, snapping up big cars as 
fast as the industry could 
produce them this year. Only 
American Motors, whose largest 
model is classed as an in­ 
termediate, sold fewer cars in 
the 1976 model year than in 1975. 
But whatever the final sales 
figures will be for 1977, the long- 
range future would seem to be 
on the side of General Motors.

ployment”—one 
which 
will 
address itself to the creation of 
real job opportunities as op­

Focusing on one of the major 
issues in this fall’s political 
campaigns, the report proposes: 
Improvement of the business 
environment 
to 
enable 
the 
private sector to direct more 
funds into capital investment for 
new plant equipment, thereby 
expanding productive job op­ 
portunities. 
It is estimated that under the 
present tax structure and 
policies, U.S. industry will be 
$400 billion short of the funds 
required in the next 10 years to 
reach needed expansion goals. 
A 
thorough overhaul of 
government programs which, in 
effect, make it more lucrative 
for a person not to work than to 
take a job. The report points 


out: “Where payments to a 
household head in the form of 
unemployment 
compensation,

The NAM group stated it 
“ disagrees with both the 
numerical goal stated and the,, 
approach to unemployment” 
contained in the Humphrey- 
Hawkins legislation before 
Congress. The bill would set up a 
m andatory 
governm ental 
process to achieve “full em­ 
ployment"—defined as a jobless 
rate of no more than 3 per 
cent—within 
four 
years 
of 
enactment. It would have the 
government provide jobs for 
those not able to find work 


elsewhere. 
“If there is any worthwhile 
gain to come from the recession 
we have recently undergone, it 
is the lesson learned that in­ 
flation is itself the cause of 
recession 
and

unemployment. To launch once 
more upon a course of gover­ 
nment spending heedless of the 
accompanying 
inflationary 
pressures is to invite further 
economic troubles,” the NAM 
report 
on 
“ Meeting 
the 
Unemployment 
Challenge” 
declares. 
The report says legislative 
efforts aimed at reducing 
unemployment must recognize 
that a different approach should 
be taken to deal with short-term 
or cyclical unemployment as 
contrasted with building long­ 
term employment opportunities. 
“In the event that there is a 
pressing need for limited 
programs of conventional public 
service jobs as an immediate

Big Oil's Protectors

WASHINGTON - The oil in­ 
dustry has plenty of protectors in 
Washington who are eager to 
demonstrate their devotion to oil 
and gas. Whether the oil barons 
seek large or small favors, the 
powers in Washington are 
usually ready to oblige. 
TTie oil companies are cons­ 
tantly asking the federal regula­ 
tors, for example, for special 
breaks. More often than n< ! the 
regulatory agen cies h av- 
granted the requests. Here are 
some examples that we have 
dug out of government files: 
— Several companies, includ­ 
ing such giants as Gulf, Shell and 
T exaco, h ave ask ed the 
Transportation Dept, to waive 
safety regulations dealing with 
the shipment of hazardous subs­ 
tances. These have ranged from 
flammable gas to radioactive 
materials 
Despite the public 
danger, many of these requests 
have been granted. 
— The Interior DepL is sup­ 
posed to protect our shores from 
offshore oil contamination. Yet 
of 1395 requests for offshore 
drilling waivers from the 10 
largest oil companies, Interior 
:om^ame 


has granted an incredible 1.314. 
Many of the waivers permitted 
the companies to ignore pollu­ 
tion controls. Interior officials 
told us. 
— Mobil tried to get the Inters­ 
tate Commerce Commission to 
lift the profit ceiling quietly on 
offshore oil pipeline operations. 
In this case, the ICG refused to 
deal with Mobil on the QT and 
directed the company to go 
rh regular, open channels, 
h of the Big Ten oil 
compan.Hs has also so *ht 
special treatment ir 
Federal Trade ('omm. 
They have asked u, ■ FTc 
» 
quash requests for their 
>rpor- 
ate records, which the F i v 
s 
refused to do. 
Spokesmen denied that the 
Transportation and Interior 
departments have given the oil 
companies special treatment. 
Each request for a waiver is 
judged on its merits, said the 
spokesmen for both depart­ 
ments. 
Footnote: A skeptical Rep. 
John Moss, D.-Calif., is in­ 
vestigating charges that the 
regulatory agencies have given 


favored treatment to the oil 
com p an ies. He has also 
challenged the industry's figures, 
showing it would hurt the econo­ 
my to break up the oil giants. 
According to Exxon's dire pro­ 
jection, for example, unemploy­ 
ment would jump over one 
million persons in three years 
and the nation's gross national 
product would decline by a stag­ 
gering $868 billion.

The monitors failed to detect 
the first traces of radioactivity 
after they were washed to the 
ground by heavy rains. The 
fallout was discovered almost by 
accident when workers at the 
Peach Bgttom, Pa., nuclear 


reactor picked up radiation on 
their wet feet. 
The EPA knew that cows can 
eat wet, contaminated grass. 
Thus, there was danger that the 
radioactive poison would find its 
way into the milk supply in a 
matter of hours. 
Yet the EPA neither sought 
out available weather forecasts 
nor warned farmers in advance 
of the possible threat to their 
milk. Two states, Connecticut 
and Massachusetts, reported the 
radiation levels had reached the 
dangerous level and, on their 
own, ordered cows taken off out­ 
door grass and put on stored 
feeds. 
The EPA also neglected to 
notify the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission that the Chinese 
fallout was on its way. As a 
result, NRC mistakenly con­ 
cluded that the radioactivity at 
the Peach Bottom Reactor had 
been caused by “airborne 
effluent from building vents.'' 
EPA also kept the public in the 
dark until October 5, a full week 
aft«' it first learned of the im­ 
pending fallout. The agency first 
found out about the extent of the 
radioactive contamination from 
Pennsylvania state officials. Not 
until ther: did the EPA rush out a 
belated press release. 
Ralph Nader's watchdogs and 
Sen. Edward Kennedy’s office 
were disturbed over the EPA s 
sluggish response to the first 
Chinese nuclear cloud. They 
raised such a howl that EPA 
handled the second radioactive 
fallout far more carefully.

34. 
Brother McBride is

the

security, 
meaning

Indeed Sadlowski 
is a showman. And this might 
win for him. This giant steel 
union has a turbulent, often 
bloody, history One of its for­ 
mer presidents rather smugly 
boasted recently he stole three 
elections.

of the famous slogan, "Rather 
Red than dead," and that is an 
accurate summary of what the 
Pugwash Conferences are all 
about 
Their long-range ob­ 
jective was to eliminate the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
who served as the nation’s first woman gover­ 
nor, turns 100 on Monday and says she’s touched 
by the many birthday letters she’s received from 
Wyoming schoolchildren. 
“The best thing I could do for the women’s 
cause at the time was to do a good job as gover­ 
nor and afterwards. I wanted to show that 
women could take the responsibility and do 
well,” she said in an interview. 


Mrs. Ross said her two years as Wyoming’s 
governor after her election in 1924 even eclipsed 
in importance the 20 years she was director of 
the U.S. Mint. 
Mrs. Ross, who lives in Washington, hasn’t 
been in Wyoming since 1972 when she attended 
the 
centennial celebration 
of Yellowstone 
National Park. 
But the bundles of letters that have arrived 
daily this month wishing her a “happy birthday" 
serve as a reminder of her strong ties to the 
Equality State. 
“They touch me a great deal,” she said of the 
birthday letters. “It makes me happy that they 
think of me.” 


After 
serving 
as 
cochairman 
of 
the 
Democratic National Committee in the early 
1930s, she was named director of the U.S. Mint in 
1933, the first woman to hold the office. She 
retired in 1953. 
Mrs. Ross said she doesn’t think she equaled 
the accomplishments of suffragette Carrie 
Nation, but she believes her career marked a 
milestone in the battle for women’s equality. 
Women's rights champions, however, claimed 
that Mrs. Ross failed to advance the women’s 
cause as governor, and their criticism con­ 
tributed to her defeat in a 1926 re-election bid. 
She had been catapulted into politics in 
October 1924 when her husband, Gov. William B. 
Ross, died. Mrs. Ross, who had not been active in 
politics, was persuaded by Democrats to seek 
the office in the November election. She declined 
to campaign, but the chivalry and sympathy of 
Wyoming voters helped Mrs. Ross win the elec­ 
tion. 
Although Mrs. Ross was elected the same day 
that Ma Ferguson won the governorship of 
Texas, Wyoming gained the distinction of having 
the first woman governor because its in­ 
auguration was held three weeks before Texas’.

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1st female governor 
to be-100 Monday 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
who served as the nation’s first woman gover­ 
nor, turns 100 on Monday and says she’s touched 
by the many birthday letters she’s received from 
Wyoming schoolchildren. 
“The best thing 1 could do for the women’s 
cause at the time was to do a good job as gover­ 
nor and afterwards. 1 wanted to show that 
women could take the responsibility and do 
well,’’ she said in an interview. 


Mrs. Ross said her two years as Wyoming’s 
governor after her election in 1924 even eclipsed 
in importance the 20 years she was director of 
theU.S Mint 
Mrs Ross, who lives in Washington, hasn’t 
been in Wyoming since 1972 when she attended 
the 
centennial 
celebration 
of 
Yellowstone 
National Park 


But the bundles of letters that have arrived 
daily this month wishing her a “happy birthday" 
serve as a reminder of her strong ties to the 
Equality State. 
“They touch me a great deal," she said of the 
birthday letters. “It makes me happy that they 
think of me." 


After 
serving 
as 
cochairm an 
ot 
the 
Democratic National Committee in the early 
1930s, she was named director of the U.S. Mint in 
1933, the first woman to hold the office. She 
retired in 1953 
Mrs. Ross said she doesn’t think she equaled 
the accomplishments of suffragette Carrie 
Nation, but she believes her career marked a 
milestone in the battle for women's equality. 
Women's rights champions, however, claimed 
that Mrs Ross failed to advance the women’s 
cause as governor, and their criticism con 
tributed to her defeat in a 1926 re-election bid 
She had been catapulted into politics in 
October 1924 when her husband, Gov. William B 
Ross, died Mrs Ross, who had not been active in 
politics, was persuaded by Democrats to seek 
the office in the November election. She declined 
to campaign, but the chivalry and sympathy of 
Wyoming voters helped Mrs Ross win the elec 
tion. 
Although Mrs. Ross was elected the sam e day 
that Ma Ferguson won the governorship of 
Texas, Wyoming gained the distinction of having 
the first woman governor because its in 
auguration was held three weeks before Texas’.

Shoppers take cylinders, 
leave new boxes on shelf 
Russian men blast ‘liberated’ women 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Cylinders just aren’t worth 
their salt anymore as contain­ 
ers, some manufacturers say. 
They’re switching to rectangu­ 
lar boxes to save space on su­ 
permarket shelves. 


But some shoppers appear re­ 
luctant to give up the sturdy, 
round cardboards that children 
have used for play telephones 
and grade school art projects. 


Earlier this month, Leslie 
Salt Co. of Fremont and Safe­ 
way food stores of Oakland 
started packaging sodium chlo­ 
ride in boxes. 
“Boxes fit neatly on grocery 


and household shelves, whereas 
cylinders leave space where 
corners would be,” said Ron 
Murphy, vice president of Les­ 
lie. “Market research indicates 
that shoppers will buy boxes 
once they become used to 
them.” 
The cylindrical cartons — 
three 
layers 
of 
cardboard 
wrapped around an asphalt 
liner — were introduced before 
World War I, because the boxes 
of that era weren’t considered 
strong enough. 
Morton, one of Leslie’s com­ 
petitors, says it doubts that the 
boxes of 1976 are strong enough 
either. 


“They look like sugar boxes,” 
said Morton’s Northern Califor­ 
nian manager, Clem Teeters. 
“Boxes 
just 
aren’t 
strong 
enough to prevent leaks, given 
the usual handling they receive. 
“On the other hand, if you’re 
under 200 pounds and you step 
lightly on one of our cylinders, 
it doesn’t cave in. Thftt’s good 
packaging.” 
At one Safeway store here, 
manager Bob Young predicted 
it will “take shoppers a long 
time to break an old habit. 
Look at the shelf.” 
The Morton cylinders were 
sold out, while on either side 
were boxes of other brands of 
salt. 


MOSCOW (AP) - The jour­ 
nal Literary Gazette says doz­ 
ens of irate men have written 
to complain that liberated So­ 
viet women are losing their 
femininity and acting like men 
in their smoking, drinking, cur­ 
sing and having free sex. 


In fact, the Soviet Union’s 
new breed of working women 
have forgotten how to be wom­ 
en, the weekly newspaper’s 
readers said in the latest issue. 
“Every man dreams of a 
woman who’s soft, loving, ex­ 


pressive, affectionate, modest 
and shy, of a feminine wom­ 
an,” wrote Grigory MokxKsov 
from the town of Volzhsky. 
“But they’re getting harder and 
harder to find. 
“Men are getting fed up with 
crude women who have the 
manners of cowboys. Their bos­ 
sy shouts around the house, 
their shabby way of dressing 
and their swaggering way of 
drinking bottoms-up like a man 
turns the home into a crude 
barracks.” 
Even at the front in World 


War II, wrote A. Arkilov from 
Nikolayev, girls wearing boots 
and greatcoats managed to 
keep their femininity. 
But now, he said, “it’s hard 
to distinguish the girls from the 
guys: their vulgar laugh, swag­ 
gering walk, cigarettes.” 


And their language — not 
just on construction sites but in 
offices — “ makes even strong 
men blush,” he wrote. 


¡since the war, women have 
assumed an ever greater share 
of the Soviet workload. They 


now make up about 52 per cent 
of collective farm workers and 
48 per cent of factory workers, 
according to recent statistics. 
Other statistics show that 
women continue to run Soviet 
homes and raise children, add­ 
ing another four to five hours 
to each workday. 
The Soviet press has ac­ 
knowledged the problems in­ 
volved in reconciling the dual 
roles of women, and social 
planners are trying to ease the 
burden with playschools for 


children and take-out meals for 
quick dinners. 
But the attitudes of both men 
and women toward the wom­ 
an’s role are changing slowly. 
“ For the woman, the home 
and the children must always 
come first, and the job sec­ 
ond,” said one Moscow mother 
who works as a doctor. 
A man from Tbilisi described 
the model wife as “ an able and 
hospitable housewife, clever ad- 
'iser ami non-pestering satel- 
te.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Cylinders just aren’t worth 
their salt anymore as contain­ 
ers, some manufacturers say. 
They’re switching to rectangu­ 
lar boxes to save space on su­ 
permarket shelves.

Louis Coach Don Coryell after 
the heartbreaking loss. 
Dallas hosts Washington in 
the final game of the season.

It’s a wonder 
anyone runs

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Some years back I spent a good 
deal of my spare time trying to persuade outstanding men and 
women in my community to run for office. 
I rarely succeeded, and only after months of effort. 
Once talked into running, good men and women were not dif­ 
ficult to get elected, even though my party was a stark minori­ 
ty in the area in which I lived. For members of the other ma­ 
jor party found it equally difficult to get inspiring candidates. 
The difficulties in these candidate searches lay not just with 
local positions — city councilman or county board of super­ 
visors — but were equally vexing when it came to selling out­ 
standing people on running for the state legislature and 
Congress. 
Those we approached, of course, were successful in their 
work, whether in business, writing, teaching, science, farming 
or government. Those who were young did not want to in­ 
terrupt their careers Those who had retired saw little 
satisfaction in taking the abuse levied on all politicians, the 
good and bad alike. 
Numbers were convinced too, that if elected there was little 
that could be accomplished. They believed they had little 
chance of bucking the majority, composed as it was of so few 
who pursued the public interest. They saw too many law­ 
makers and administrative officials feathering their nests, be­ 
ing so dependent on special interest groups or so busied with 
the day-to-day trivia of their jobs that they had no time to give 
serious study to the important laws on which they voted or to 
the serious tasks for which they were responsible. 
They feared getting caught in the treadmill wherein an of­ 
ficial is forced to keep re-election so forcibly in mind that his 
day-to-day actions become warped. The official becomes 
engrossed not in what should be done for the best interests of 
his constituents, but in what must be done to be certain of get­ 
ting 51 per cent of the votes the next go round. 
Each man we approached knew he must be prepared to have 
all his family skeletons rattled, including those over which he 
had no control and which, by no stretch of the imagination, 
would have any influence on the manner in which he carried 
on his work in office. 
He knew he must be prepared to have his name blackened by 
any foul rumor the opposition or any crackpot should choose to 
dredge up. If the office were high, he knew his family would 
have no privacy and the real or imagined faults of wife and 
children would be spelled out in the gossip columns. We would 
know who in the family, be it wife, brother, child or sister-in- 
law, allegedly drank too much, now or in the past, and who 
made any kind of slip. 
Yet when we go to the polls we expect the man or woman we 
vote for to be a great speaker, a superb debater, personable in 
looks — that he have a certain mystique, not to mention ins­ 
tant solutions for all our problems. 
We demand too that our office holder, whether in the ex­ 
ecutive or the legislative branch, high or low, be a bountiful 
dispenser of individual favors to all who ask. We demand not 
only that he provide more work generally, but that he in­ 
tervene personally for any job any constituent wants, and for 
any government promotion any voter believes he deserves. 
We expect him to step in personally to get the road in front of 
our house widened — or not widened — and to intervene if we 
believe the Internal Revenue Service had made a mistake in 
analyzing our tax liability. 
The wonder is that anyone runs for office except born losers.

A Family Affair 


Test driving is s family affair at American Motors’ test facility 
at Michigan International Speedway. The Mannor family circle 
at test Pacer to discuss the clan’s driving activities.

Does test driving nextyear’s 
cars 
on 
the 
steep-banked 
curves of an 
international 
speedway sound like adven­ 
ture and high romance? 
A t the American Motors 
C orporation test facility in 
Michigan’s rolling Irish Hills, 
there is little of the Evel 
Knievel-brand of romance for 
test drivers. But now and 
again rom ance of another sort 
does start up. 
Jim 
Mannor 
and 
Dawn 
Bloom m et at the Michigan 
International Speedway here 
while test-driving American 
Motors cars. The setting of a 
two-mile oval track, where 
NASCAR and USAC drivers 
top 
200 
miles 
an 
hour, 
proved 
rom antic 
to them. 
They literally went around 
together for three years — in 
separate AMC cars — and last 
April were married. 
Romance however, is not 
scheduled into the program 
that Jim , Dawn and the other 
drivers are hired to conduct. 
American M otors’ schedule at 
the com pany’s tw o main test 
centers, the Burlington prov­ 
ing ground in Wisconsin and 
the leased MIS, is designed to 
develop 
exacting 
data 
on 
emission controls, fuel econ­ 
om y, durability, vehicle per­ 
formance, safety and noise. 
Some three million miles of 
driving are accumulated at 
the tracks each year. 
“We do precision driving,” 
Jim Mannor says. “There’s 


nothing particularly rom antic 
about it.” 
Most of the testing at the 
speedway is done for emis­ 
sions 
certification. 
The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency (EPA) and California 
require that a selection of 
each 
m anufacturer’s 
proto­ 
type be tested over a 50,000- 
mile, highly-prescribed course, 
well before the cars can be 
built 
or 
sold. 
Additional 
4,000-mile runs are part of 
these same Federal and Calif­ 
ornia requirements. 
To add up as much mileage 
in a few weeks as a normal 
car owner puts on a vehicle in 
four or five years of driving, 
American Motors carries on 
certification testing on a 24- 
hour schedule, seven days a 
week. 
The cars run continuously. 
After 80 minutes at the wheel, 
the driver gets a ten-minute 
rest. A relief driver keeps the 
car 
in m otion during 
the 
breaks and lunch hours. 
“ People are surprised when 
I say I do test driving,” Dawn 
says. “They often ask if I 
drive at 180 miles an hour. I 
tell them my average speed 
for exhaust emissions certifi­ 
cation driving is only about 
31 miles an hour.” 
The emissions test cycle is 
designed 
to 
simulate 
real- 
world driving patterns. Drivers 
must slow down, stop, accel­ 
erate and slow down again 
every quarter of a mile or so. 
Every movement the driver 
makes is watched, not from 
the pits, but from the instru­ 
ment panel. A special device 
called a tachograph registers 
the car’s speed and stopping 
time on a paper disc. The 
record 
of each eight-hour 
drive is kept so that both the 
federal government and the 
company engineers can ver­ 
ify that the tests adhered to 
the emissions cycle exactly. 
•’It’s not as difficult as it 
seems,” says Gay Williams, 
a three-year test driving vet­ 
eran. “You just watch the 
accelerometer gauge.” 
This gauge is mounted on 
the windshield of each test 
vehicle. The driver matches 
throttle 
and 
brake 
pedal 
pressures to the instrument’s 
indicator, and leams how to 
smooth out driving techniques 
to stick to the cycle. 
Experienced 
test drivers 
ride with recruits for as many 
eight-hour shifts as are neces­ 
sary to teach the subtle tech­ 
niques involved. Gay Williams 
is breaking in a recruit this 
week, her younger sisterTerry. 
Gay, a 24-year-old physical 
education teacher, paid her 
way 
through 
school 
test 
driving for American Motors. 
Terry, an 18-year-old college 


freshman, hopes to follow in 


her big sister’s tread marks. 
“ Most of our drivers are 
wom en,” says Dennis Hahnke, 
AM’s road test engineering 
supervisor. 
“ Some are stu­ 
dents, 
some 
homemakers, 
some even farmers. We try to 
keep our schedules flexible to 
meet both our needs and 


theirs.” 
The com pany’s test needs 
are as varied as the needs of its 
drivers. Consequently, there 
are anyw here from 30 to 150 
test drivers em ployed, depend­ 
ing on the test load and the 
tim e each driver wants to put 
in. Everything at the track — 
schedules, people, and cars — 
is moved around frequently. 
It m ust work. Most of the 
drivers recom mend the job to 
relatives a short tim e after 
starting. There are m ore than 
a dozen family groupings — 
sisters, husbands and wives, 
fathers and sons — now w ork­ 
ing at the AM track here. 
Jim M annor, for example, 
is a teacher and coach who 
signed on to test drive three 
years ago. T hat’s when he 
m et 
Dawn, 
a 
student 
at 
Central Michigan University 
and fellow test driver, and 
made it a husband-and-wife 
team. Jim now has his brother 
Mike 
test 
driving and his 
father Ray working as an AM 
security guard at the track 
gate on weekends. 
“ It’s 
a job 
with 
some 
unusual aspects," Jim says. 
“ Like after making left-hand 
turns around 
the oval all 
night, it’s a strange sensation 
to get into your own car and 
make a right-hand tu rn .” 
“ Like all jobs,” Dawn adds, 
“the novelty of the glamor­ 
ous 
title and surroundings 
wears off. The tachograph 
becomes a time clock and 
keeps you following the rou­ 
tine correctly. It’s routine. 
Not really a bad routine, and 
definitely a necessary on e.”

It is 
my belief that a newspaper 
publisher should observe two

The Missourian has operated 
as a family- owned enterprise 
since 1904, when Fred and 
George Naeter, brothers who 
were printers in St. Louis, came 
here>and purchased a weekly 
newspaper with a $425 down 
payment.

Louis after newspaper work in 
their home town of Shelbina and 
elsewhere, caught a boat to 
Cape Girardeau on a weekend 
excursion in 1904. 
They walked over the city and 
up to the Normal School Campus 
where they met the late B. F.

It means 
the 1,700 Abnakis may work to­ 
ward legislation to regain the 
land and hunting and fishing 
rights they seek. 
In Poarch, Ala., local Creeks 
put on their 6th annual Creek 
Indian Pow Wow. About 1,000 
persons, perhaps half of them 
with full or part Indian blood, 
attended. 
“For many, it’s a starting 
point,” said Bill Smith, a con­ 
struction worker who teaches 
native dances. “We’re trying to 
bring back the sense of heri­ 
tage that was lost.” 
Other Americans, including 
President Ford and President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, enjoyed 
traditional Thanksgiving din­ 
ners. Many who had no fami­ 


lies dined well — and often free 
— on hundreds of turkeys pre­ 
pared in restaurants and shel­ 
ters for the poor and elderly.

Flu epidemic survivors remember... 


DANVILLE, Vt. (AP) - Sur­ 
vivors of the great flu epidemic 
half a century ago don’t have 
to be persuaded to get swine flu 
shots. They remember with the 
precision of childhood the dead­ 
ly ravages of the disease. 
“We could see horse-drawn 
hearses go by the house every 
few minutes,” said Florence 
Beck, 67, as she waited in line 
to get her shot at a state 
Health Department clinic here. 
“Our football season was can­ 
celed, and the team captain 
died," said her husband, Theo 
dore, who played high school 


football 
at 
St. 
Johnsbury 
Academy when the epidemic 
struck the northeastern Ver­ 
mont school in the winter of 
1918-1919. "They canceled near­ 
ly all activities in the town." 


Mrs. Beck, who now lives in 
West Danville, was 9 when the 
epidemic struck. She said she 
had a mild case of the flu, and 
she recalled that classes were 
canceled at the Samuel Slater 
School in her hometown of 
Pawtucket, R.I., so the building 
could be converted to a make­ 
shift hospital to treat victims of 


the outbreak. 
Memories of the epidemic 
which killed more than 2,000 
Vermonters have spurred many 
elderly persons to get shots, 
said David Scott, director of 
the state’s immunization pro­ 
gram. Twenty million persons 
worldwide, 
including 
548,000 
Americans, died in the pan­ 
demic, 
believed 
caused 
by 
swine flu or a similar strain. 
Most elderly Danville resi­ 
dents had shown up at the clin­ 
ic for vaccinations even before 
reports on Monday of an appar­ 
ent case of swine flu in Mis­ 


souri. Health officials found no 
other such cases. But author­ 
ities in several states said the 
report caused an upsurge in 
public concern over swine flu, 
while other official in other 
states attributed an increase in 
their inoculation rates to the 
Missouri report. 


With less than two weeks left 
in the state's free vaccination 
program, Scott said more than 
60 per cent of Vermont’s senior 
citizens — considered “ high 
risk” cases in a flu outbreak — 
have been immunized.

Congress includes more Jews, 
Catholics, fewer Protestants 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
new U.S. Congress includes 
more Roman Catholics and 
Jews than the outgoing House 
and Senate, but fewer Protes­ 
tants. 
Although the changes in the 
denominational ratio are small, 
they continue a trend that has 
gone on for some time, bring­ 
ing the religious makeup of 
Congress closer into line with 
that of the population. 
Statistics compiled by the 
evangelical fortnightly, Chris­ 
tianity Today, show there are 
371 Protestants in the new Con­ 
gress, down nine; 129 Roman 
Catholics, up six, and 27 Jews, 
up three. 
The 
Roman Catholic 
and 


Jewish totals are record highs 
for both groups. 
Five members of the new 
Congress were listed as unaffi­ 
liated with any religious body. 
In the present makeup, Ro­ 
man Catholics constitute about 
25 per cent and Jews about 3 
per cent of Congress, approxi­ 
mately their proportion of the 
general population. Protestants 
hold about 70 per cent of the 
seats in Congress. 
That's about their share of 
the population according to sur­ 
vey samplings, although the ac­ 
tively participating member­ 
ship in Protestant churches is 
only about 40 per cent of the 
population. 
In the new Congress, 
in­ 


cluding both House and Senate, 
Presbyterians were down six to 
60; 
United Methodists down 
three to 80, the United Church 
of Christ down 3 to 22; Episco­ 
palians down two to 64, Bap­ 
tists down one to 55 and Unita- 
rian-Uni versa lists down two to 
11. 


Lutherans, however, were up 
two to 16; the Churches of 
Christ up two to six; Latter-day 
Saints churches up two to 12. 
The Christian Church (Dis­ 
ciplines of Christ) stayed the 


same with five members in 
Congress. Eastern Orthodoxy 
also kept the same number of 
seats, four.

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New house majority leader wants more bills considered

JEFFERSON CITY - On 
the final night of the 1967 
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legislative session Rep. Joe D. 
Holt, D-Fulton, got into a 
disagreement 
with 
Rep. 
Kenneth 
J. 
Rothman, 
D- 
Clayton, 
over 
a 
second 
judgeship for the 13th judicial 
circuit. 
Even though Holt lost that 
vote, he gained respect for 
Rothman that still lingers 
today. That is for the best 
since Holt will be working with 
Rothman 
this 
legislative 
session as the new majority 
floor leader. 
Holt takes over the majority 
floor leader position from 
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Rothman, 
who 
held 
the 
position 
four years, 
since 
Rothman will become the new 
Speaker of the House. Holt 
believes they will work well 
together as a leadership team. 
“That is not to say we’re 
going to agree on everything, 
but I think when we disagree 
we 
can 
work 
out 
our 
differences without getting 
mad at each other,” Holt says. 
“God knows, we’ve had the 
opportunity for this to occur 
before.” 
But 
disagreements 
with 
Rothman are the least of 
Holt’s concerns. The majority 
floor leader traditionally has 
been the person responsible 
for 
directing 
proposed 
legislation in the House. 
I1 
“It’s a job that has been and 
is one that controls the flow of 
legislation,” Holt says. “It can 
be used as a position that 
provides a bottleneck, slows 
things down, or one that opens 
things wide and allows a lot of 
legislation to move.” 
Holt 
wants 
to 
use 
his 
position to open up the flow of 
legislation 
despite 
the 
“mountains” 
of 
bills 
the 
House faces each session. He 
b elieves 
both 
p a rties’ 
legislation should have an 
equal 
chance 
of 
being 
considered. 
To speed up the flow, Holt 
would like to see a greater 
separation of priority and 
nonpriority 
legislation.

legislation, if placed on the 
same calendar as priority 
legislation,

Nonpriority legislation is 
ioeal in nature and generally 
noncontroversial, Holt says.
